An Important change In the exist- 


ing pension laws was effect during 
the closing days of congress, which at 
tracted little or.no attention. 
: 


A bill, modestly entitled""an act to 


amend sectIon_47C6 of the Revised 
Statutes of the^United States1' passed 
both branches of congress, was ap- 
proved and signed by the president 
on the 3rd of March. ' The bill pro- 
vised that where a resident pensioner 
of the United States deserts his law- 
ful,wife for a period of over six 
months, she being of good character 
and in necessitous .circumstances, 
or if he have no lawful wife and de- 
serts his legitimate .minor child or 
children under sixteen years of age, 
the commissioner of'pensions Is di- 
rected, upon satisfactory evidence, 
to cause one-half the pension due 
during such desertion to be paid, to 
the wife or to the legal guardian of 
the child or children. It also provides 
that when a soldier or sailor enters! 
into a [state home as an inmate, one- 
half of th.is pension accuring during 
his residence therein shall be paid to 
his wife ur his minor children, pro- 
viding they be not inmates of the 
same institution. This same law ap- 
plies in case a soldier or sailor enter a 
national home as an inmate—Ohilli- 
cothe Gazette.

- It never contem- 
plated trying to secure their release by 
ransom, but simply through the sup- 
pression of the insurrection, and can- 
not be held by any requirement-of in- 
ternational law to do more than has 
been done to secure the release of the 
prisoners. 


Protocol Forbid* It. 


Washington, March 15.—The atten- 


tion of the officials at the war depart- 
ment having been-called to the report 
from Manilla that General Otis had re- 
fused to allow retiring Spanish troops 
to carry arms-to the Carolines, It was 
learned that this refusal was In strict 
pursuance of the terms of the protocol, 
.which governs in; the absence of the 
ratification of the peace treaty. Under 
the technical suspension of hostilities 
It could not be permitted that Spain 
should change .the statu quo to the 
extent of fortifying and strongly gar- 
risoning points heretofore unprotected, 
as was to be the case in the Carolines.
